BILL 

To empower Grand Juries in Ireland to raise 
Money by Presentment, for the construction, 
enlargement or repair of Piers and Quays. 



[Note. — The Words printed in Italics are proposed to be inserted 
in the Committee.] 



it would tend to encourage the Fisheries of 
Ireland, as well as to facilitate the Export of Agricultural 
Produce, and the introduction of various Commodities into the Interior, 
if a sufficient number of Piers and Quays were built upon the Sea Coast, 
5 and upon the Banks of navigable Lakes and Rivers in Ireland ; 
315 CE tttStwfote Qitactcb, by The KING’S most Excellent Majesty, 
bv and with the Advice and Consent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal,- 
and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, and by the 
Authority of the same ; THAT whenever the Grand Jury of any 
10 County, County of a City, 'or County of a Town, shall be of opinion 
that it is desirable that a Pier or Quay should be constructed in any 
particular locality, or that any existing Pier or Quay should be 
enlarged or repaired, it shall be lawful for such Grand Jury to make 
an order to the Surveyor of such County, City or Town appointed 
15 under the provisions of an Act passed in the third and fourth years of 
the reign of His present Majesty, intituled, “ An Act to amend the 
Laws relating to Grand Juries in Ireland,” to prepare a Report, Plan 
and Estimate of the Expense of constructing, enlarging or repairing 
such Pier or Quay; and such order shall specify upon what Barony, 
2 0 Half-Barony or Baronies it is proposed that the Expense of constructing, 
enlarging or repairing such Pier or Quay shall be charged.

Expense shall not exceed the snm of Three hundred Pounds, the 
Secretary of the Grand Jury shall submit such Report, Plan and 
Estimate to the first Meeting next ensuing of the Special Sessions 
of the Barony. Half-Barony or Baronies upon which it is proposed to 
charge the expense of the Wort, in the manner prescribed with regard 
to other applications by the aforesaid Act; and it shall be lawful for 
the said several Special Sessions toapprove or reject the proposal to 
construct, enlarge or repair such Pier or Quay ; but it shall not be 
necessary to submit the said Report, Plan and Estimate to anv 
adjourned Meeting of the Special Sessions to be I, olden in the manner 
provided by the aforesaid Act.

And be it Enacted, That if all the several Special Sessions of the 
Baronies upon w hich it is proposed to charge the expenses of the work 
shull concur in approving the proposal, but not otherwise, it shall be 
lawful for the Grand Jury to make Presentment of the Sum named in 1 5 
t ie Estimate, and so approved by the Special Sessions, and to direct ‘ 
that such Sum shall be levied upon the Barony, Half-Barony or 
Baronies specified in the original order, and upon no other.

And be it Enacted, That whenever the estimated Expense of con- ttbti/ih. 
strutting, enlarging or repairing any Pier or Quay shall exceed the “SS 
to sum of Three hundred Pounds, the Secretary of the Grand Jury, im- Ss'Tovi' 
mediately upon the receipt of the Report, Plan and Estimate, as "afore- 
said, shall transmit the same to the Commissioners of Public Works ■

Ireland to make grants in aid of the construction of Piers or Quays, 
but only when such Pier or Quay is situated on the Sea Coast; BE Board of 
it Enacted, That after the passing of this Act it shall be lawful for the Sfo nT* 
said Commissioners in all cases, whether the Pier or Quay is situated Efye^ewhen 
40 on the Sea Coast, or upon the Bank of a navigable Lake or River, to Grand J u ry 
grant one Aloiety of the Expense of constructing, enlarging or repairing remaining

And be it Enacted, That in any case in which it is intended to 
be apply for such a Grant, the original recommendation shall be in the 
Sciie- f° mi provided in Schedule (B.) to this Act annexed, and such recom- 5 
mendation shall be forthwith transmitted by the Secretary of the Grand 
Jury to the Commissioners of Public Works, who shall, if they so 
think tit, direct their own Engineer to prepare a Report, Plan and 
Estimate of the Expense of constructing, enlarging or repairing such 
Pier or Quay so recommended; and if the said Commissioners shall i 0 
not consent to grant such Moiety, no further proceeding shall take

from the time at which the Treasurer as aforesaid shall have paid 
over to the order of the said Commissioners the Moiety for which Pre- 
sentment has been made, the said Commissioners shall cause to; be 
laid before the Lxrand Jury by which such Presentment has been made 35 
a full, statement and account of the whole of the Expenditure upon such • 
Pier or Quay, and the Presentment shall not be discharged from the 
County Book until such account has been so submitted to the 'Grand 
Jury. - i .

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And be it Enacted, That whenever a Pier or Quay is to be 
constructed, enlarged or repaired under this Act, the Contractor or 
Surveyor as aforesaid entrusted with the execution of the work, - 
shall have the like powers to enter for and carry away materials for 
5 the sole use of such work as are now by any Act given to Contractors 
for the making or repair of any Roads for which Grand Juries in 
Ireland are empowered to make Presentment.

And be it Enacted, That any Pier or Quay which shall have been Piers or Qimys 
constructed, enlarged or repaired under the authority of this Act, to b« Public 
shall be considered as Public Property, and neither the proprietor Pru P ecty * 
of the soil, nor any other Person, shall have power to charge any 
Tolls or Rates upon any Vessels or Boats lading or unlading at such 
Pier, or to make any charge whatsoever for the use of such Pier.

And be, it Enacted, That it shall be lawful for any Grand Jury as When^anc 
aforesaid to present any Sum not exceeding for each Pier or Quay rep^ot'Her 
*5 Sum of Ten Pounds in any one year, to be laid out by the Surveyor not exceed 
as aforesaid in the repair of any Pier or Quay, when it shall appear to j°^™ d 
such Grand Jury that the same is required ; and the Surveyor shall 
strictly account for any money so presented and expended by him ; toSpeM 
but it shall not be necessary in such case that any proposal should be 
20 submitted to the Special Sessions of the Half-Barony, Barony or 
Baronies, upon which the Grand Jury shall think proper to charge the 
Presentment.

AND whepeas bj the aforesaid Act, passed in the third and fourth QradJjtf 
year of the reign of His present Majesty, intituled, “ An Act to amend iJ* ^ 
05 the Laws relating to Grand Juries in Ireland,” no power is given to f j. 

any Grand Jury to present any Sum for the Expenses actually incurred 
by the Surveyors appointed under the said Act in the execution of their 
duties; BE it Enacted, That it shall hereafter be lawful for the Grand 
Jury of any County, County of a City, or County of a Town, in ad- 
30 dition to the Salary of the Surveyor appointed aider the aforesaid Act, 
to present any Sum not exceeding, at any one Assize, the Sum of Fifty 
Pounds, by way of indemnity for expenses incurred by the Sur- 
veyor, ■ if such Grand Jury shall be of opinion that the expenses 
actually incurred by such Surveyor since the preceding Assizes have 
35 actually exceeded that amount ; Provided however, That the whole 
time of such Surveyor, if required, shall be considered to be at the dis- 
posal of the County, County of the City, or County of the Town for 
which he has been appointed.

And be it Enacted, That if any Person shall leave any commodity taj- 

upon any Pier or Quay for the space of more than Forty-eight Hours, 

4 or shall deposit upon any Pier or Quay any nuisance, such Person so 
offending shall be liable to a penalty not exceeding Forty Shillings,
